Documents 1-3 indicate a general technical level in the relevant technical 
field and describe a drug injecting apparatus provided with a "cylinder holding 
mechanism," a "piston driving mechanism," a "computer unit," a "display panel," an 
"operating panel," an "injection control unit," an "injection head," and so on. 

However, providing a "main display panel" and "sub display panel," and a 
"main operating panel" and "sub operating panel," inputting official injection data 
with the main operating panel and displaying and outputting it in the main display 
panel, and inputting test injection data with the sub operating panel and displaying 
and outputting it to the sub display panel is neither described in any of the 
documents, nor is it obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
